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THE  ANNUNCIATION,  CATALAN,  XV  CENTURY 


T  IS  OPPORTUNE  that  this  year  the  Book  of  the  Architectural  Club  should 
be  devoted  to  Spain.  For  years  the  Iberian  Peninsular  was  terra  incognita 
to  the  architect  and  the  student,  and  it  was  only  during  the  Great  War,  and 
after,  that  it  has  been  slowly  revealing  itself  as  one  of  the  most  stimulating 
countries  in  Europe.  And  not  only  in  an  aesthetic  sense  alone.  As  one 
comes  to  know  Spain  the  realization  dawns  that  here  is  indeed  one  of  the 
most  truly  civilized  countries  in  the  world,  where  the  people  have  an  approxi¬ 
mate  sense  ol  comparative  values  and  where  there  exists  a  true  democracy, 
a  sane  philosophy  of  life,  a  vital  and  evangelical  religion  anti  a  real  humani- 
tarianism  that  enters  into  all  the  relations  of  social  life. 

In  point  of  art  of  every  kind  it  rivals  Italy  if  it  does  not  excel.  Painting, 
music,  poetry,  the  drama,  every  conceivable  one  of  the  so-called  “industrial 
arts”,  here  have  achieved,  and  in  some  sense  still  do  achieve,  exalted  emi¬ 
nence.  As  for  architecture,  while  the  Classical  monuments  have  vanished, 
except  vast  aqueducts  here  and  there,  and  the  incredible  glories  and 
splendors  of  the  Moorish  occupation  have  been  swept  away,  leaving  only 
Cordova,  Alhambra  and  Generalife  as  faint  adumbrations  of  what  once 
made  the  Peninsular  the  sequestered  glory  of  the  Dark  x'\ges  of  Europe,  the 
rest  of  the  Christian  work  that  remains  is  both  infinite  in  variety  and  unique 
in  its  qualities  of  beauty  and  personality.  From  the  early  Romanesque  of 
the  North,  down  through  the  Gothic  Transition,  the  full-fledged  Gothic  and 
the  last  phase  where  it  blended  in  beauty  with  the  early  Renaissance  that  is 
utterly  Spanish,  the  unfortunate  episode  of  Herrera,  into  the  wild  and 
riotous  “Restoration”  period  of  the  Plateresque  and  Chirruguera  -all  is 
original,  stimulating,  revealing,  and  all  is  Spanish  to  the  last  and  most 
absolute  degree,  so  vigorous,  pervasive  and  consistently  creative  is  the 
Spanish  character  blended  of  austerity  and  magnificence,  of  reticence  and 
adventure,  of  chivalry  and  a  scorn  of  pain  that  seems  to  the  superficial 
observer  to  verge  on  cruelty.  The  Romanesque  of  Segovia,  Salamanca, 
Santiago  de  Compostella  is  neither  of  Burgundy  nor  the  /\uvergne;  the 
Gothic  of  Toledo  and  Seville  and  Cataluna  is  not  the  Gothic  of 
the  He  de  France;  the  late  and  lovely  work  of  men  like  Juan  Gil  de 
Hontaiion  has  no  kinship  with  Francois  lier  nor  with  Flanders;  the  Baroque 
and  Rococo  of  the  XVIIth  century  have  a  richness  and  a  virility  that  Italy 
cannot  match.  All  the  art  is  living,  audacious,  fearless,  and  beauty  informs 
it  in  every  part.  The  architecture  of  Spain  is  more  siqiple  and  adaptable 
than  any  that  I  know,  and  for  this  reason,  if  for  no  other,  it  is  peculiarly 
worth  studying  today.

SPANISH  DOMESriC  ARCHITEC/PURE 

By  Walter  H.  Kilham,  I^'.A.T.A. 


In  practically  all  countries  iluring  the  Middle  Ages,  wars  and  up¬ 
risings  were  prevalent  and  the  dwellings  of  the  peaceful  burghers,  as 
well  as  those  of  the  fighting  class,  were  designed  to  offer  stiff-  re¬ 
sistance  to  attack  from  the  outside.  In  Spain  this  type  persisted  long 
after  the  manor  houses  of  England  and  France  had  outgrown  their  fortress¬ 
like  character  and  dev'elopetl  into  modern  types,  much  like  those  of  the 
preseiit  time  in  respect  to  exterior  openings  and  provision  for  light  and  air. 

In  Spain,  the  typical  houses  continued  to  face  inwards  on  a  court  cn- 
patio,  leaving  the  street  facades  frequently  almost  blank  as  far  as  windows 
were  concerned,  and  piercetl  by  a  siiigle  great  doorway  treated  with  arch  or 
lintel  as  the  case  might  be,  the  stones  of  which  were  exaggerated  in  size 
beyond  all  structural  importance.  Ehis  doorway  was  closed  by  massive 
oaken  doors,  studded  with  the  ornamental  heads  of  great  iron  bolts  and 
fastened  with  a  formidable  lock.  A  dark  passage  called  the  “zaguan”  led 
under  the  front  block  of  the  house  to  the  patio.  This  was  ordinarily  paved 
with  flags  or  cobbles  am.!  the  heavy  wooden  beams  were  exposed  above  the 
ceiling. 

All  the  life  of  the  family  went  on  in  the  patio.  The  living  apartnients 
were  in  the  upper  stories,  the  ground  floor  being  reserved  for  storage  and 
service.  A  light  and  graceful  gallery  was  carried  around  at  the  second  floor 
level,  and  another  at  the  third  floor  if  the  mansion  had  one.  This  gallery 
construction  was  usually  carried  out  with  columns  and  beams  of  stone — 
as  at  the  Casa  Polentiria  at  Avila,  or  the  Casa  ile  Miranda  at  Burgos,  but 
generally  stone  pillars  supported  a  wooden  gallery  beam,  the  load  being 
transmitted  to  the  capitals  by  elaborately  carved  pillow  blocks.  Somewhere 
at  the  side  or  in  the  corner  of  the  patio  there  was  a  capacious  stairway, 
treated  in  the  finer  houses  with  a  good  deal  of  elaboration. 

An  interesting  variant  of  the  lintel  type  of  patio  is  that  which  was 
adopted  by  the  architects  of  Palma  de  Mallorca  where  the  courtyard  walls 
of  the  high  built  palaces  are  carried  on  four  wide  span,  rather  flat  arches, 
resting  on  sturdy  stone  pillars  at  the  corners.  These  splendid  courtyards 
are  further  developed  with  magnificent  stairways  and  gracefid  loggias  in  a 
more  sophisticated  manner  than  most  of  those  on  the  mainland. 

The  room  plans  were  simple  and  ingenuous,  consisting  mostly  of 
cubicles  deriving  air  and  light  from  the  patio,  and  to  some  extent  from  the 
street  or  rear  courts. 

In  those  important  houses  which  had  a  third  story,  an  open  gallery  or 
loggia  at  the  top  formed  a  significant  and  highly  ornamental  feature,  where 
the  ladies  of  the  family  could  take  the  air  free  from  (observation  and  the 
disturbances  of  the  street,  d'he  Palacio  de  Monterey  at  Salamanca  has  one 
of  the  finest  examples  of  these  but  the  Casa  de  Correos  at  Segovia  contains 
a  good  illustration  of  this  feature  on  a  smaller  scale. 


Iron  balconies  over  the  street  came  in  time  to  he  added,  shaded  by  a 
curtain  which  allowed  only  a  sidewise  view,  and  these  were  (and  are)  much 
used  by  the  dark-eyed  Spanish  ladies  as  a  place  for  needlework  and  maybe 
a  surreptitious  smile  at  the  wandering  architect  who  snaps  his  kodak  in 
their  direction. 

In  the  north  ot  Spain  the  balconies  are  multiplied  and  enclosed  with 
modern  glass  “miradors”,  sometimes  several  stories  high,  very  comforta¬ 
ble  but  too  reminiscent  of  American  sleeping  porches  to  be  picturesque. 

d'he  use  of  tiles,  both  plain  and  glazed,  is  an  important  detail  of  the 
Spanish  house.  These  are  usetl  for  floors,  stairs,  dadoes,  trim  for  openings, 
kitchen  shelving  and  every  conceivable  purpose,  the  louder  in  pattern  the 
better,  and  any  one  who  is  designing  a  house  which  is  to  be  truly  Spanish 
ought  to  bear  this  in  mind,  for  tiles  are  of  the  essence  of  the  subject. 

Characteristic  elements  of  Spanish  facades  are  the  enormous  voussoirs, 
sometimes  seven  feet  long,  used  for  arched  portals,  the  similarly  exaggerated 
stone  lintels,  and  notably  the  enclosing  label  mouldings,  sometimes  extending 
up  to  include  a  window  above,  undoubtedly  a  legacy  from  the  Moors,  who 
always  enclosed  their  ornament  in  a  like  manner.  Generally  most  of  the 
decoration  of  the  facade  was  concentrated  at  the  entrance,  but  there  are  a 
number  of  houses  such  as  the  Casa  de  los  Picos  at  Segovia,  illustrated  here¬ 
with,  and  the  Casa  de  las  Conchas  at  Salamanca,  whose  fronts  are  treated 
with  an  all-over  application  of  bosses,  shells  or  whatever,  characteristic  but 
not  very  beautiful. 

xAfter  enumerating  all  these  ornaments,  the  most  striking  of  all  (and 
the  most  difficult  of  application  to  modern  work)  remains.  I  refer  to  the 
great  escutcheons  or  coats  of  arms  which  few  Spanish  houses  lack.  With 
no  references  to  scale,  these  gorgeous  affairs,  sometimes  a  story  high,  and 
two  or  three  of  them  to  a  house,  are  a  true  index  of  the  style.  With 
them  almost  any  house  might  be  called  Spanish;  without  them  no  house 
could  truly  be.  They  are  traditional,  indigenous  and  inimitable. 

The  country  houses  and  farms  likewise  possess  great  interest  and  are 
found  in  all  sorts  of  materials,  stone,  stucco  and  half-timber.  The  most 
fascinating  types  that  I  have  seen  are  in  the  north,  but  they  occur  all 
through  the  country  and  some  of  the  best  are  in  the  Island  of  Mallorca. 
In  most  of  them  blank  wall  space  is  an  important  feature  and  very  few  are 
supplied  with  windows  to  anything  like  the  extent  demanded  in  America. 

I'he  kitchens,  with  their  built  in  tiled  stoves,  great  hoods,  chimney 
seats  and  tiled  shelves,  are  extremely  picturesque  and  full  of  interest,  and 
from  a  practical  standpoint  generall)'  protluce  a  better  cooked  meal  than 
their  American  counterparts. 

As  a  held  for  sketching,  Spain  is  almost  unrivalled  in  its  extent  of  un¬ 
worked  territory,  for  only  a  small  part  of  its  architectural  treasures  have 
been  published;  while  the  agreeable  and  hospitable  nature  of  its  inhabitants 
contributes  greatly  to  the  pleasure  of  a  summer  sojourn  there.
